“There’re plenty people going, ‘Ah 
fuck the RIAA’ and less people actual laying out what 
has happened them, what their options were,” she 
remembers. Consequently, Hunt not only decided to de- 
tail publicly the settlement-offer process first-person 
essays for the Tech, but also set screwpirates.com, 
tongue-in-cheek fundraising Web site that illustrates 
how defenseless she feels: the logo peg-legged 
pirate being, ahem, suggestively poked in the backside 
by a musical note. 

Although she was photographed eye patch for 
screwpirates.com, Hunt unlikely poster girl for 
the grassroots RIAA opposition.

Broderick testified that one superinten 
dent’s response was, “Is there any way that 
we can keep it under the radar?” Nobody 
was disciplined, other than Broderick. 

According to Broderick, who served as 
the court supervisor 2001 and 2002, detec 
tives in the hon:icide and drug-control 
units racked up hours of overtime for ap 
pearances at Suffolk Superior Court — 
appearances that were at 
worst fraudulent.

that Farrahar’s memo satisfied him that the 
concerns had been addressed. 

In fact, the evidence suggests that Farra- 
har, as well as Frank Armstrong (who then 
headed the drug-control unit), routinely au- 
thorized questionable overtime slips with- 
out challenging their legitimacy — even 
signing their own names where the court 
officer was supposed certify the start and 
end times for those shifts. Two such slips 
with signature where the court 
verification belongs are among two- 
dozen time slips from early 2001 made avail- 
able to the Phoenix. Armstrong even sent a 
memo, which was introduced during the 
trial, to his officers in which he told them to 
simply sign his name on those lines. 

Farrahar once authorized two slips for 
Martel that overlapped by a half-hour on 
the same day, as shown by court docu- 
ments. Another document shows that he 
authorized court overtime for another detec- 
tive, Robert Harrington, for court appear- 
ance on Memorial Day, when the court 
was closed. 

And when Broderick tried to crack down, 
Farrahar got angry, the former testified. 
said that one day detective Dennis Harris 
claimed he was going to the grand jury and 
going meet with assistant district at- 
torney. When Broderick checked, he found 
that Harris had not signed into the grand ju- 
ry, and the ADA said he had no meeting 
with Harris. Farrahar blew up at Broderick 
over the incident 


MORE OVERTIME, 

LESS INVESTIGATION? 

2001 and 2002, Broderick began cracking 
down requesting that officers obey the 
reg ons: sign and out, and show the 
subpoena, prosecutor request 
for their appearance. 

Broderick testified that uniformed 
officers from the districts quickly complied. 
But the homicide detectives refused. And, 
figures show, their total overtime compen- 
sation did not decline. 

Broderick contended that some homicide 
detectives were more concerned with earn- 
ing overtime than with working cases. And, 
as he testified, “that raises some problems 
when you have a homicide detective who is 
lying to me and lying on a court slip, be- 
cause now his truthfulness being called 
into question.” 

The extraordinary amounts of court over- 

also raise the question whether af- 
fects the investigation of cases. With their 
huge caseloads, homicide detectives are al- 
ready under intense pressure to solve cases 
quickly, some prosecutors say. That pressure 
could exacerbated they are trying 
maximize their time court earn over- 
time. On March 19, 2001, detective Daniel 
Keeler submitted slips for courtovertime 
one murder case; that evening, on his regular 
shift, investigated murder East 
Boston. He quickly fingered the victim’s 
brother, who stood accused the crime until 
someone else admitted to it three years later. 

Clearly, O’Toole has taken stronger atti- 
tude toward monitoring overtime abuse, 
even the risk incurring the wrath the 
powerful police union. The BPD began audit- 
ing overtime last September, and has re- 
cently disciplined dozens officers for work- 
ing more than the regulated maximum of 96 
hours in a week, or 320 hours in a month. 

But the same time, O’Toole has repeat- 
edly defended the homicide unit and its 
command, from Daniel Coleman up to Paul

life without parole and remanded 
MCI-Norfolk. Healy’s conviction was up- 
held in a series of appeals to state courts 
— including the Supreme Judicial Court 
(SJC) — until January, when US District 
Court Judge Michael A. Posner ruled that 
he should be released or retried. Not only 
had the state prosecutor used blatantly 
homophobic strategy that emphasized 
“homosexual element to the murder,” 
argued Posner, but the state also sup- 
pressed (either intentionally not) vital 
evidence that no sexual encounter had 
taken place. On May 5, the US Court of 
Appeals for the First Circuit will hear 
arguments in Wayne Blyth Healy v. Luis 
Spencer (the superintendent at Norfolk 
who, by law, must be named as the 
state’s respondent). This is Healy’s last 
chance at vindication. 

The big arrow in the quiver of Healy’s 
lawyer, Wendy Sibbison, is a relatively 
new legal tactic that uses historical and lit- 
erary scholarship help judges and juries 
better understand how the culture of the 
past influenced courtroom decisions. 
Healy’s case, this means explicating how 
deeply ingrained homophobic attitudes, 
psychological theories, and even popular 
culture including Hollywood films like 
Cruising and Deliverance — played a major 
role sentencing potentially innocent 
man life prison. 


THE CASE QUESTION 
At around 1:30 am on August 8, 1980, 
Richard Chalue, 29, was found dead in 
his Holyoke apartment. Because was 
in his bedroom, his pants around his 
knees, gagged with socks, his hands tied 
behind his back, the police immediately 
assumed, even before Healy was a sus- 
pect, that this was “a homosexual related 
homicide.” Healy, the victim’s former 
brother-in-law, had visited Chalue at 9 
pm for a few minutes but returned to the 
home he shared with his lover, George 
Roy, by 12:10 am. Although there was no 
ill will between the two men, no physical 
evidence linking Healy to the crime, and 
proof that Chalue was gay bisexual, 
Holyoke police began to piece together a 
scenario in which Healy violently mur- 
dered Chalue during sexual tryst. This 
fanciful plot began seem more reason- 
able after Healy, a licensed practical 
nurse and EMT who was closeted at the 
time, did not tell the police that he had 
visited two gay bars after leaving Chalue 
and before arriving home, leading them 
believe was Chalue’s apartment 
longer than had stated. 

During the trial, John St. Clair, the 
assistant district attorney for Hampden 
County, introduced circumstantial 


evidence that Healy was the murderer: a 
small two-day-old cut on the defendant’s 
hand, a statement by Chalue’s girlfriend 
that their sex life had been dwindling, 
and posed photographs Chalue’s corpse 
that emphasized his naked buttocks re- 
inforce the suggestion that anal sex had 
occurred. When faced with the fact that 
Healy had no blood on his clothes — 
Chalue’s bedroom was splattered with his 
blood St. Clair argued that the defen- 
dant had been naked when he committed 
the murder. 

Not introduced at trial — and discov- 
ered only in 1999 — were the findings of 
Dr. H. Paul Wakefield, the chief patholo- 
gist Holyoke Hospital who performed 
Chalue’s autopsy. Wakefield had found 
evidence that any sexual activity had 
taken place. Also withheld was a memo 
Wakefield stating that, even before 
Healy was suspect, the Holyoke police 
were convinced that Chalue’s murder was 
connected dangerous and deviant gay 
sex. Given the lack of solid evidence, mo- 
tive, and even opportunity (the undisput- 
claim that neighbors heard Chalue 
scream at 1:20 am), the prosecution 
pushed the view that Healy was homo- 
sexual and that, well, homosexuals are 
violent deviants who murder their sexual 
partners. his closing arguments, St. 
Clair showed photos the naked, brutal- 
ized Chalue, asking, “What kind of activ- 
ity was going that bedroom? Ask 
yourself that. Don’t leave your common 
sense at home.” 

It took five days and more than 30 hours 
to reach the verdict — and the delibera- 
tions were so rocky that even the prosecu- 
tion twice asked for mistrial. Presiding 
judge Kent Smith noted that the evi- 
dence, because it was so circumstantial, 
should weighed the jury with ex- 
traordinary care. But the end, they 
were persuaded St. Clair’s homosexual- 
psychopath narrative.

And it is 
shocking to see how overtly 
hateful and filled with distor- 
tions some of these pam- 
phiets and flyers are.... The 
DA in the Healy case won be- 
cause he made a completely 
illogical connection between 
gay sex and murder. Right- 
wing rhetoric connecting gay 
sex and gay relationships to 
child abuse, immorality, and 
destroying civilization isn't 
any different.” 


ity were never universal, nor consistently 
even regarded immoral illegal. Jus- 
tice Anthony Kennedy substantially refer- 
enced the historians’ brief his decision 
find Texas’s sodomy laws unconstitu- 
tional.

In like fashion, to bolster Healy’s at- 
torney’s arguments, Boston-based Gay 
and Lesbian Advocates and Defenders 
(GLAD) has filed an amicus brief that de- 
tails how the cultural and political atti- 
tudes of the early 1980s essentially set the 
stage for Healy’s conviction. Surveying 
the legal terrain — in the ’80s, without 
anti-discrimination laws and given the 
fact that all homosexual acts were crimi- 
nal, Healy could have lost his license and 
job revealed gay the brief 
uncovers mostly hidden history how 
gay people were conceived dangerous 
criminals. This includes the infamous 
“sexual psychopath” laws, passed the 
post-war years more than half the 
states, which allowed gay men ar- 
rested and labeled “sexual psychopaths” 
simply for being homosexual; articles 
popular magazines stating that homo- 
sexuality can lead “drug addition, bur- 
glary, sadism, and even murder”; and 
how, especially for heterosexual men, 
“disgust” was appropriate psychologi- 
cal response homosexuality (nine the 
jurors in Healy’s case were male). Most 
strikingly, the brief discusses the films 
Deliverance (1972) and Cruising (1980) as pop- 
ularly promoting images homosexual 
sex equivalent rape and murder. Re- 
lying academic historians and theo- 
rists such Chauncey, Cott, Martha 
Nussbaum, Richard Posner, Elisabeth 
Young-Bruehl, and Alan Wolf, 
brief painstakingly delineates how legal 
decisions are linked not only due 
process but also the cultures which 
they are formulated.

Four and half years later, they’re gar- 
nering attention with their stormy trans- 
lation dance punk. Never mind 
that they’ve been together for four years;

Infinite Lives marks a new beginning. “I feel 
there was incubation period that we’re 
just emerging from,” says Carter when 
sit down with him and Boch and Drake 
the Loeb Drama Center Harvard Square. 
“So in a way, we are a new band.” 

Blanks have found their neo-new- 
wave sound time when number 
like-minded bands, among them Pro- 
tokoll and Wildlife and 
Night Rally, are bubbling 
from the local under- 
ground.

The familiar sounds of Nirvana’s 
Q) Nevermind are wafting out over the PA 
inside Fuse’s midtown-Manhattan stu- 
dio, but few the fresh-faced kids gath- 
ered this April afternoon for taping 
of the music-video network's 7th Avenue 
Drop seem to recognize the songs.

And the band’s controversy-courting 
frontman, Adam Lazzara, is a constant 
object of gossip on buzzing Internet 
message boards — the exclusive domain, 
as everyone knows, of 15-year-olds. 
Along with their platinum-selling peers 
Chemical Romance and Fall Out 
Boy, the five members TBS offer proof 
that their shared audience — savvy, 
tuned-in, and with cash to burn — is 
one the fastest-growing music. 
These kids don’t need recognize Never- 
mind; they’ve got Three Cheers for Sweet Re- 
venge and From Under the Cork Tree call 
their own. 

Still, what’s immediately apparent 
Lazzara and his mates, who hea jline 
Avaion this Friday, take the stage at Fuse 
how much older they look than their 
fans; bearded guitarist Fred Mascherino, 
particular, could dad. 
(In fact, the 31-year-old has two kids at 
home.) Lazzara sports the tight-fitting

Chingo Bling, ‘Tamale Kingpin’

The video for Chingo Bling’s “Walk like 

Cleto” opens in a dank basement full of 
scantily dressed chicas wrapping packages 
butcher paper, drug-cartel style. Chingo’s 
full big-pimpin’ bluster. But instead 
coke, they’re packing tamales. And the 
joke’s on who? 

Three years ago, the Houston “ghetto va- 
quero” (whose name means “fuckloads of 
bling”) dubbed himself the “Tamale King- 
pin.” Part comedian, part rap artist, and 
more than little bit cultural spoof, he’s 
more comfortable wielding molcajetes than 
guns. On his piéce de résistance, 2004's 
Tamale Kingpin, brags bi-lingually about the 
affordability of his tacos (cheap), the strut of 
his rooster (Cleto), and the quality of his “Air 
botas” (his Nike-swoosh-embellished cowboy 
boots). sells tinfoil-wrapped packages 
husks from the trunk of his car; buy some- 
thing via post from his label, Big Chile Enter- 
prises, and it’ll come with package masa 
and his tamale recipe. one his newest 
mixtapes, Kingz of Spring Break (Hosted by Paul 
Wall), Chingo freestyles over 50 Cent’s “Candy 
Shop” beat, replacing the hook with a differ- 
ent kind of hustler’s anthem: “I'll take you to 
the Taco Chop/Big chile what got/It’s 
cheaper than any spot/My tacos, 
make you fart.” 

As for his Tex-Mex flow, let’s just say he 
battling Big Daddy Kane anytime 
soon. But the man has style: his nasal tenor 
underscores clever lyrics and sharp timing. 
another recent mixtape, 
Most Wanted, a 37-track odyssey featuring 
Stunta the Tex-Mex Thugga, he relies less on 
punch lines, though he does flip Webbie’s 
“Gimme Dat” beat Dat Torta.” 

Chingo revises familiar rap themes 
his Texican image, America gets browner 
the day: Latinos in the US are now 4o million 
strong. And the music biz has been quick 
accommodate this growing market. Most 
the attention has been accorded reggaeton, 
with Puerto Rican stars like Tego Calderon 


and Daddy Yankee attaining Jay-Z levels of 
popularity, But among Mexican-American 
rappers like his “cousin,” Houston hip- 
hop heartthrob Baby Bash Chingo 
something mascot. Outfitting himself 
grant, reaps bonanza signifiers: 
he’s broadly painted embodiment 
cousin who just came over, abuelita 
who sells tortillas off her front stoop, the 
slightly blustery ranchero who fuses hip- 
hop bling (diamond grilles, nice cars) with 
Mexican symbols of wealth (ostrich boots). 
standing proudly the border between 
cultural pride and stereotype, his carnival- 
ized Spanglish targets gray area between 
truth and consequences. 

The young Latino community, with its 
voracious rap appetite, loves this. Chingo 
reported have sold 30,000 copies 
Tamale Kingpin through his Web site. He’s 
been featured MTV. And has killer 
cameo on a remix of Nelly’s inescapable 
“Grillz” in which he raps, “Me, I cross the 
border order get icey.” It’s true: born 
Pedro Herrera Houston, earned 
business degree from Trinity. since 
branded himself using everything from 
coloring books “Air Chingo” sweat tow- 
els bobblehead dolls. 

But subtext everything with Chingo: 
poking fun the gringo perception Mexi- 
can culture integral his business plan. 
built his mini-empire dealing 
straight with the crucial question how 
assimilate without losing your cultural 
identity. There’s a hunger to hear someone 
voice — even in Crayola — the very real eco- 
nomic viability of the tamale stand, the im- 
portance the rooster symbol male 
virility, the insistent presence of la migra 
(a/k/a the INS). And when Chingo freestyles 
Most Wanted, “It’s fucked 
growing the barrio/They holding back 
the truth they let the radio,” 
the joker sounds almost melancholy.

SUPER DIAMOND 
GUILTY PLEASURES 


Neil Diamond himself occupies cultural space not far 

from Tom Jones: older folks love him genuinely, and the 
younger set too, only with little tongue-in-cheek. 
Super Diamond, the San Francisco sextet who've spent 13

years on the Diamond beat, have capitalized on the 
latter. They've packed the Paradise Rock Club 10 times 
since 2001. Last Thursday, college final exams kept the 
crowd down to around 350. 

Only two Super Diamonds — singer Surreal Neil (né 
Randy Cordero) and bassist Mark Tidmarsh — have been 
from the get-go. Others joined along the way the 
tribute band became a lucrative business. But as Cordero 
has always pointed out, Super Diamond don’t just ape 
their idol, they interpret his songs through the lens 
late-’70s hard rock and early-’80s new wave. It’s not 
laden with irony, just louder and harder than contem- 
porary Neil, who still sells out the big arenas. Indeed, 
Neil Diamond has joined Super Diamond twice, the first 
time slinking stage trenchcoat and baseball cap

This time at the Paradise, Super Diamond weren't 
super, just sufficient. They ripped through the set, 
one song bleeding into the next for nearly two 
hours Neil nuggets Rosie,” “Sweet Caro- 
line,” and a closing assemblage of “Solaimon,” “Brother 
Love’s Traveling Salvation Show,” “I Am. . .

Guys will prattle forever about the 

women they claim to have laid, but 
they keep mum about anything that 
smacks the perverse. male friends 
watch porno into the deep night, get jerked 
off at massage parlors, or bring escorts into 
their condos for kinky don’t know: 
they’re not telling, and neither they 
know anything sexually creepy about me. 
give filmmaker Caveh Zahedi credit for 
making the self-confessional comedy 
Sex Addict, which showing all week the

Zahedi holds nothing back, detailing, 
and often gently mocking, his years and 
years of frequenting pros- 
titutes. He’s little fellow 
with big, expressive eyes 
and talent, even the 
most compromised sexual 
situations, for comic mug- 
ging. You’re tempted 
compare him Woody 
Allen, especially with his 
blind idiocy in relationships, his mind-bog- 
gling blunders love. Allen makes occa- 
sional smutty joke, then draws discreet 
halt.

Tale two: in the 1980s, he meets a nice girl, 
Christa (Emily Morse), at UCLA film school. 
Tale three; in the early 1990s, he hooks up 
in Austin with Devin (Amanda Hender- 
son), mushroom-eating sexual free spirit. 
All three relationships are marred Zahe 
di’s obsessive desire for prostitutes, and by 
his spill-all credo that must truthful 
his significant others.

And 
the Gold Dust Orphans, under James P. 
direction, put one hell show. 
Cleopatra features, along with $400 worth 
feathers and working milk bath, lurid 
scenario that does not veer too far from what 
we know of ancient history. Along with 
enough simulated frenzied sex fire 
Caligula, Landry supplies clever vaudeville 
dialogue (“The people are revolting.” “You 
can say that again.”), and there are well- 
belted rock songs Landry and Bill Hough 
(performed raucous pre-recorded accom- 
paniment Landry’s band, Space Pussy).

The Alvin Ailey American Dance 
Theater, now nearing its golden an- 

niversary, like car company that’s de- 
veloped such perfect product, there’s 
way make better one. You can keep 
tweaking the model encourage sales, 
but there’s very little difference from year 
year. The Bank America Celebrity Se- 
Ties’s annual Ailey week the Wang 
Theatre featured the vintage Revelations 
all but one the seven programs, plus 
couple more Ailey dances, new piece 
artistic director Judith Jamison, and con- 
tributions other choreographers. 

What this repertory represents 
unbeatable mix glamorous production 
values and dynamic dancing burnished 
with lightly applied respect for spiritu- 
ality and high art. Four new-to-Boston 
works Wednesday night shared these 
qualities. Elements early Ailey are get- 
ting woven into newer dances, as recog- 
nizable allusions previous performanc- 
tropes that carry predefined emo- 
tional content. This characteristic 
classical repertory, not failure imagi- 
nation. It’s like the repercussions Sleep- 
ing Beauty that show Balanchine. 

Ronald K. Brown’s Ife/My Heart (2005) 
was rather diffuse gathering people 
traditional and contemporary clothes do- 
ing blend African and modern dance 
movement to a score of Afro-jazz drum- 
ming selections with Nikki Giovanni’s 
soulful poetry fading and out. The au- 
dience didn’t get any clues about how the 
people the African robes and turbans 
were related to the ones in quasi-1920s 
dresses and sports clothes, why they all 
appeared modern clothes the end.

Tucked into a low-slung, century-old brick 
building industrial neighborhood not 
far from Boston Medical Center is one of 
Boston's best-kept gallery secrets. Inching 
into its second decade under the shrewd 
stewardship of John Colan, Hallispace be- 
longs to that rare echelon of art galleries 
where the quality the work supersedes 
the bottom line. The current exhibit of 
South Africa—born, now Boston-based 
Sophia Ainslie underscores Hallspace’s 
place important showcase for 
provocative, meaningful art. 

Had the gallery director not told 
that the clear glass vase filled with dirt 
home to 14 earthworms and that the some- 
times sprawling, sometimes refined, and 
invariably energetic abstract images that 
fill the gallery reflect preoccu- 
pation with the creatures, have 
known. matter. Spiraling charcoal- 
black forms abound, rarely reminiscent of 
earthworms; they appear moving 
tremendous velocity and rarely come to an 
end. tangle what look like cornu- 
copias, ribbed hoses, fungi, and intestines 
occupy entire wall where different- 
sized sheets of paper fit together to become 
an erratic collage. If these are earthworms, 
they’re on amphetamines. Some writhe, 
others encircle each other, loop, squeeze, 
snake, and stretch in a bizarre drama of 


subterranean drive, living magma 
which everything connects and no strand 
can followed. 

Ainslie’s compositional sense astute; 
she applies color with spare precision. 
the left side of the gigantic, visceral 
hodge-podge called mustard yel- 
low runs through the shifting forms, but 
only down the middle of the mountainous 
debris. On the right side (the work almost 
qualifies as a diptych, with its two distinct 
masses joined by a pair of dark, thick 
chutes), rich brown glazes heart- 
shaped area the upper reaches the 
complementary heap. Yet for all the mys- 
teriousness and unpredictability her im- 
agery, she achieves a balance beyond the 
mere application color. The left half 
Crawlers 3 is essentially vertical and pulls 
leftward, an uneven pyramid that appears 
rise from tapering, distant tail. The 
right half, denser and less given con- 
trast, is more horizontally shaped and tugs 
in the opposite direction. Turmoil, confu- 
sion, entanglement, the indecipherability 
of organic matter — all contribute to the 
artist’s vision. And though the monumen- 
tal compactness her images 
called playful (play requires air), the ener- 
her shapes also precludes somberness 
foreboding. 

Not all of “Crawlers” boasts the explo- 
sive, almost lewd edginess of Crawlers 3. In 
two groups that the title Nightcrawlers, 
the coils are elongated but, with one excep- 
tion, significantly reduced number, and 
their rippling black bands belong unpop- 
ulated background washes of muted color, 
gray blue maple brown. They’re like 
imaginary landscapes. most Night- 
crawlers, the cylindrical forms appear large 
in the foreground and diminish in size in 
the upper half the picture plane with re- 
sulting intimations perspective, zany 
takeoff ancient Chinese scroll painting, 
vistas of muted hues punctuated by precise, 
recurrent silhouettes. The mood medita- 
tive, vaguely celebratory. Given greater 
space, Ainslie’s ostensible worms become 
the land itself, wiry drumlins, slowed down 
speed the pace the earth. 

Ainslie brings balance tumult. The 
landscapes are never placid, even their 
most austere; movement governs all. 
one the Nightcrawlers, huge, interminable 
coils look they’d been stopped 
pane glass inches from your face; they

On the surface, nothing could be fur- 
ther from “Crawlers” than the seven 
movement-sensitive robotic steel-and-wood 
machines, each eight feet tall and feet 
wide, that make “Tipping Point,” the 
ambitious, collaborative show at the 
Boston Center for the Arts’ Mills Gallery. 
Yet each exhibit tests the boundaries one 
formally defined theme. A team compris- 
ing academic social anthropologist 
(Ellen Ginsburg) and three computer-savvy, 
mechanically adept artists (project leader 
Jennifer Hall, robotics guru Blyth Hazen, 
and software programmer Arnaldo Hernan- 
dez) set out discover and then 
the “tipping points” the lives seven 
South End artists. 

tipping point, they meant event 
that was artistically transformative, partic- 
ularly health issue. One artist suffered 
migraines that escalated into epilepsy; he 
now mines the resultant disequilibrium for 
its creative potential. Another artist taps 
into the personal history eating disor- 
der; third was inspired change the di- 
rection musical career after finger 
injury.

Unlike the narratives and doubt the 
art that the seven “informants” produce, 
each the tipping-point machines takes 
the same form. All measure the same 
oversized dimensions; all are identically 
constructed cruciform scales that whir 
with the same sounds, ascend the same 
heights, and see-saw at the same point on 
the fulcrum. What changes are the objects 
the far ends the scales: angled 
black box pitted against gray plastic brain 
from which tree branch extends; boul- 
der positioned above dish tapioca pud- 
ding (both fake) opposite which sponge 
has been carved into the word “bitter”; a 
miniature keyboard that rises tangle 
folding yard rules and suspended pendu- 
lum falls. not allowing the machines 
themselves to reflect the artists’ narratives, 
“Tipping Point” homogenizes the stories. 
The robotic machines are tremendously 
bigger and more captivating visually than 
the objects they set motion. Maybe 
should have been the other way around.

ules Massenet composed two operas 
about the relationship between a 
beautiful voluptuary and man the 
cloth, both which take from the 
high life of a cosmopolitan sin city toa 
desert where the heroine dies. Manon (1884) 
masterpiece intricate psychological 
detail and ravishing music; Thais (1894), 
which ends Boston Lyric Opera’s “Diva Sea- 
son” (Shubert Theatre through May 9), is 
closer to kitsch — filled with orgies and 
faux religiosity and not nearly so many 
good tunes. In his program note, stage di- 
rector Renaud Doucet makes serious 
claims for Thais that it’s opera spir- 
itual questioning and fanaticism that 
forces men to deny their humane in- 
stincts. But in this story of a monk ob- 
sessed with converting a gorgeous actress/ 
courtesan (“Priestess of Venus”) in fourth- 
century Alexandria, religion and sex are 
hard separate. The composer seems 
want to have his cheesecake and eat it too. 
(It's not for nothing that some wags pro- 
nounce Thais — Ta-EES —“Thighs.”) The 
most memorable music isn't even vocal 
but the irresistibly soupy “Meditation” for 
violin solo and accompanying harp fa- 
miliar encore piece from violin 
recitals. So Thais has largely fallen out of 
the standard repertoire, though occasional 
sopranos still like a go at it. (The last 
Boston performance was on a Metropolitan 
Opera tour in the 1970s; it starred A-list di- 
va Beverly Sills.) 

Doucet and his set and costume design- 
er, Andre Barbe, designed a tacky but in- 
teresting production for the Opera Theatre 
St. Louis, which BLO has imported. 
watch the action through large eye- 
shaped cutout (“Welcome to CBS,” my 
companion whispered), with a smaller, 
parallel eye cutout the back the stage. 
They're the eye of Osiris and also “the in- 
ner eye that allows Thais lift her spirit 
and yield to peace.” Thais’s major aria is 
about mirrors, so glittering Egyptian-eye 
mirrors fill her apartment. The costumes 
are colorful and fun, but not the ones for 
the major characters. The coenobite monks 
seem draped and hooded ratty bath 
mats, more like Druids than edge-of-the- 
Nile Christians. her strapless sheath, 
Thais looks she might her way 
to a 1960s Oscar ceremony. At the climax 
the first act, she drops her top reveal 
gold bra that sends the monk Athanaél 
into paroxysms erotic guilt. 

staging generally unin- 
spired and sometimes silly. (Why do so 
many directors make performers pretend 
whispering one another during 
crowd scenes? Opera seldom “realistic”

say sung, any display “small talk” 
trivializes that character.)

It surely would have 
been kinder to soprano Kelly Kaduce, an 
actress more enthusiastic than inward, to 
lower the curtain during the playing the 
“Meditation” rather than make watch 
her hammy attempt to depict her entire 
lifestyle changing before our very eyes. 
Could anyone make this convincing? Espe- 
cially while perched on a levitating bed 
(she’s being uplifted, get it?) that finally 
descends with clumsy thump. 

Kaduce, graduate the Opera pro- 
gram and 1999 Met audition winner, has a 
voice size and color that turns harsh and 
edgy when she’s pumping iron for climax- 
es. certainly pretty enough 
heartless seductress. thought her voice 
was not well suited for the sinuous elegance 
of French opera — until the last act, when 
the dying Thais longer has push. Here 
Kaduce spins out Massenet’s musical lines 
with unforced and affecting lyricism. 


Thais the rare opera which the hero 
baritone. the obsessed monk 
Athanaél, James Westman (the excellent 
Germont in BLO’s Traviata) meets all the 
challenges. has the perfect refined 
voice for French opera, and conveys the 
character’s torment with stylish convic- 
tion. Tenor Mark Thomsen superb the 
sybaritic philosopher Nicias, still 
love with Thais (and he’s got the most glit- 
tering costume). wiser spiritual coun- 
selors, BLO regulars David Cushing and 
Stephanie Chigas flesh out their roles with 
both tonal and emotional warmth. Young 
Sarah Asmar and Erica Brookhyser are 
amusing tittering ambisexual 
slave girls. 

Veteran British conductor Steuart Bed- 
ford makes an impressive BLO debut, obvi- 
ously enjoying Massenet’s exoticism and 
thapsodic excess. almost made forget 
how uneven this score is. Opening night, 
violinist Sandra Kott began the “Medita- 
tion” with understated elegance (one the 
few moments understatement the en- 
tire show), but her pitch began waver 
little this cruelly exposed solo. 


Emmanuel Music gave another opera 
with Egyptian setting Mozart’s The 
Magic Flute, performed the witty and 
cheeky English translation Alice Good- 
man, the brilliant librettist of Nixon in China 
and The Death Klinghoffer. Not historical 
Egypt, but the Egypt Masonic symbol- 
ism, the triumph light goodness 
and wisdom—over the forces night. 
Craig Smith led previous concert version 
15 years ago, and some of the same cast 
members were present along with some 
impressive and promising newcomers. 

program note emphasized the 
opera’s extraordinary range, “the lowest 
humor juxtaposed with the loftiest senti- 
ments.” Already the Overture you could 
hear this combination the busy and the 
sublime, the threats and the happy end- 
ing, the awe-inspiring and the toe-tap- 
ping. And these dramatic contrasts contin- 
ued all the way through, conveyed the 
Emmanuel Orchestra (Christopher Krueger 
in the title role), John Ehrlich’s Spectrum 
Singers, and endearing cast soloists. 
Most staged productions emphasize 
Mozart’s humor, especially embodied 
the earthy birdcatcher Papageno. Smith’s 
expansive reading the most serious mo- 
ments the score gave more emphasis 
Mozart’s profundity. 

Lyric soprano Kendra Colton was 
lovely voice for Pamina. Although her 
reading the spoken dialogue was little 
stiff (she wasn’t alone in this), her heav- 
enly floated high note when Pamina re- 
united with Prince Tamino was practically 
worth the price of admission (so too was 
Smith’s darkly wreathing fugue the sec- 
ond act). Charles Blandy’s focused tenor 
injected Tamino with a heroic timbre and 
backbone rare this part. Barbara Kil- 
duff not only made the Queen the 
Night’s coloratura fireworks sound 
beautiful but injected them with feeling. 
Young Ulysses Thomas, late substitute 
forSanford Sylvan (who dropped out for 
health reasons), doesn’t quite yet have 
the fully mature voice for the bottomless 
depths the High Priest Sarastro, but 
hit all the notes, and sang and spoke 
with dignity; like hear him this 
again five years. Jayne West, Deborah 
Rentz-Moore, and Pamela Dellal were 
three hilarious and scary Ladies (the 
Queen’s henchwomen). Frank Kelly was 
deliciously sadistic Monostatos. And who 
was more adorable Donald Wilkinson 
(apparently well-known birder real 
life) Papageno Alice Tillotson’s Papa- 
gena? Even the dragon chasing Tamino 
the aisle was adorable.

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MEETING THE HIGH COSTS GOING BACK SCHOOL

Sure, looks like great fun Joan 

and Barri, two desperate 

housewives, frolic with 19-year-old 
boys, experiment with lesbianism, sample sex 
toys, and beer runs for their new underage 
friends the new sitcom Campus Ladies. 
But the show never answers basic 
question: how are they paying for college? 


A college education — at any time of life — 
costs money, often a lot of money. A four-year 
undergraduate education now runs close 
$40,000 a year for tuition, room, and board, 
for both large and small private colleges. 
Boston University clocks in at $42,046, and 
Stonehill, a small Catholic college in Easton, 
is $38,121. State universities are, of course, 
cheaper. Attending UMass Amherst costs 
$15,795 for residents, $24,914 for out-of- 
staters, and attending UMass Boston 
third of that. 

These days few students — or, let’s be hon- 
est, parents — pay the full fare without assis- 
tance, and all schools have financial-aid 
offices to help put together the best package 
of federal loans, bank loans, and, if possible, 
scholarships to finance college. But these pro- 
grams are, to a large degree, geared toward 
students who are just out of high school and 
following a traditional, kindergarten- 
through-bachelor’s-degree educational track. 
What about all those people — and there are 
plenty of them — in their late 20s, 30s, or 
even older who want to take the plunge into 
higher education? 

There are lots of reasons why adults return 
to school to pursue long- or short-term aca- 
demic careers: to get that never-completed 
Bachelor of Arts, to enhance their earning 
power with a master’s degree, to prepare for a 
new mid-career profession, or simply for per- 
sonal growth. 

Taking courses toward a degree is going to 
cost you money — there’s no way around it — 
but if you just want to pursue course work that 
interests you, school can be much cheaper. 


Harvard Extension, for instance, offers a 
wide variety of courses that can be taken ona 
graduate, undergraduate, or noncredit basis. 
For example, you can take “The Vikings and 
the Nordic Heroic Tradition” for $1450 for 
graduate credit, $550 for undergraduate cred- 
it, or $325 for noncredit. (Most of the syllabi 
for these courses are available online, so if 
you are unusually disciplined and simply in- 
terested in learning about a given topic, you 
can easily put together your own at-home 
course.) 

Many older students are looking for career 
changes that are less all-consuming than, 
say, law medicine, but that still cost pret- 
ty pound. Take the programs available at the 
New England Institute of Art, for example. It 
offers bachelor’s and associate's degrees in a 
full range of majors — advertising, broadcast- 
ing, audio production, interactive-media de- 
sign — all of which lead directly to the work- 
place and cost $625 a credit. Translation: the 
cost is almost $78,000 for a bachelor’s, or 
$40,000 for an associate’s (including fees and 
materials). you don’t happen have that 
kind of cash in your sock drawer, you can al- 
ways go to a bank and take out a loan, but you 
will pay current interest rates and must begin 
paying back the bank immediately. Luckily, 
there are many programs that help older stu- 
dents pay for at least some of their continuing 
education. Often these are the same as, or 
similar to, those in place for the traditional 
undergraduate or grad student, and individ- 
ual schools may offer their own access to loan 
programs and scholarships. (Beware, 
though: in the past two decades, money 


available for students has 
not kept up with rising educa- 
tional costs. 

Not surprisingly, funding for 
noncredit courses is practically 
nonexistent, but if you enroll 
full-time or part-time in a bache- 
lor’s or any other degree program, 
you will have access to the full 
range of funding available to 
younger students. And fortunately, 
your age won’t matter. 


LEARN THE TERRITORY 

If you are thinking of going back to 

school, you will want to do four things be- 
fore making that commitment. First, ex- 
plore the economics of going back to school 
full-time versus part-time. Many prospective 
adult students already have full-time jobs and 
are perhaps considering going to school part- 
time. Do a quick cost-benefits analysis. If you 
become a full-time student, you lose your full- 
time pay, but you also become eligible for 
many more loans and grants. Most granting 
and loaning institutions require you to be en- 
rolled, usually at least half time, in a degree- 
granting program before they’ll consider 
handing over any money. 

Second, clearly define your immediate and 
long-term goals, and choose a school and a 
program that meet your expectations. In the- 
ory, this should be easy, since adult students 
have a reputation for being more focused, di- 
rected, and practical than younger students. 

Third, work with the school of your choice 
to see how its financial-aid office can help 
you. Schools are always happy to do this since 
money for you also means money for them. 

Fourth, you will want to have a general, 
but comprehensive, understanding of what 
financial-support options are out there. The 
Internet is your best resource here. But there 
are also several organizations designed to 
guide students through the swamp of finan- 
cial-aid options. Finaid!, finaid.org, one 
of the best. Also check out the Massachusetts 
Educational Financing Authority (mefa.org) 
and MASSgrant (osfa.mass.edu/ 
programs.asp?program=massgrant). Both of 
these groups focus specifically on students 
and schools in Massachusetts. 

Independent students — that is, those who 
do not have financial ties to parents — can se- 
lect from a range of financial-aid programs. 
These range from low-interest loans to schol- 


arships. You will also want to be familiar with 
how federal-loan programs work. While this 
material is covered on Finaid!, it would also be 
useful to check out the Department of Educa- 
tion’s own site — ed.gov/prog_info/SFA 
/StudentGuide/1999-0/campusbased. htm] — 
which will explain its major direct-loan and 
grant programs, such as Pell Grants, the Fed- 
eral Perkins Loan Program, and the Federal 
Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grant 
(FSEOG). Plus, Veterans have access to various 
federal programs, although these are usually 
very limited in scope. 

Some schools offer special programs for 
older students. Smith College’s Ada Comstock 
program (smith.edu/ada/), for example, fo- 
cuses on women whose earlier educational 
opportunities were interrupted. Brown Uni- 
versity takes a similar approach with its Re- 
sumed Undergraduate Education program 
(brown.edu/Students/RUSA/). Urban schools 
such as UMass Boston and many community 
colleges are particularly geared to helping 
older students attend their schools and usual- 
ly have financial-aid programs tailored to 
those needs. And many colleges and universi- 
ties will educate their own employees at re- 
duced tuition. 

While the thought of going back to school 
— and having to pay for it — may seem over 
whelming, a little research will show that 
while costs are high, there is substantial 
financial support out there for all types of 
nontraditional students.

GRAZE AWAY smail plates Douzo. 


Douzo is supposed to mean something like 
“welcome” in Japanese, and a large crowd 
has already welcomed this large, shiny, 
sushi-plus restaurant its location near 
Back Bay station. All the food I tasted was 
excellent; my only concerns are — ironically, 
given the place’s name with the “wel- 
come” part. The restaurant doesn’t take 
reservations for parties fewer than six, 
you come and wait. As at all new restau- 
rants, the wait can be unpredictable, al- 
though early one weeknight ours was 
gauged minutes and ran about half 
that. were signaled flashing pager 
like the one you get Cheesecake Factory. 
(This douzo?) were able order appe- 
tizers bar table while waiting and trans- 
ferred the order our table without prob- 
lem. But the parking situation unclear.

sea-scallop shell. also 
seen this version of ohitashi 
($4.50), in which the spinach is 
compressed into four small cylin- 
ders and dressed with tahini in- 
stead sesame seeds and soy. 
“Douzo’s spareribs” ($8.50) aren't 
very Japanese, although they 
aren't the familiar Chinese- 
American items either. Think 
of them as nouvelle Chinese- 
American: three meaty ribs with- 
out much seasoning (maybe a bit 
of five-spice dust), broiled cleanly 
and presented shredded red 

cabbage the most un-Asian 
cabbage you can buy. 
Sweet-potato tempura ($6.75) 
is a remarkably successful spin, 
the sweet potato coming through fried 
barrels with bit batter, and only 
little by sesame seeds and a soy dressing. 
Tuna tempura ($11.75) — fried tuna — 
sound good. But fried tuna rolled 
with seaweed around scallion makes five 
dandy bites. You can ignore the garnish 
red cabbage and chow mein noodles, and 
even the thin mustardy dip. Cucumber 
rolls, which are turning up all over, are like 
low-carb sushi. Chefs trained make 
wafer-thin slices raw fish can amazing 
things with cucumbers. Spicy 
cucumber roll ($7.75) is actually a cone of 
thin cucumber, with a filling of raw fish 
and spicy mayonnaise. It’s scrumptious. 

Douzo does more-familiar more- 
expensive things with shumai ($6.50), 
white miso soup ($3.75), edamame ($4.75), 
and tuna tataki ($10.25), the unfused fusion 
dish seared-edge tuna sashimi slices. 
Scorpion maki ($10.75), a sushi without raw 
fish, becoming cliché; case you 
yet jumped the bandwagon, it’s 
avocado roll with thin-sliced cooked 
shrimp top make the scales. The eight 
or nine pieces fill you up, or you can share 
with crowd. did enjoy one old favorite 
from Fugakyu: roll eel and avocado 
($6.50). Again, everything cooked, but 
the avocado’s neutral richness perfectly 
extends the flavor broiled eel. 

Entrées like afterthought this 
menu made for grazing and drinking, but 
Douzo has fair assortment Japanese plat- 
ters, including steak and lobster, and I'll bet 
they are good.

in an iron pot. Salmon teriyaki ($19) was a 
handsome, large slice with a nice glaze, a 
side cooked noodles with fried-rice vegeta 
and garnish underdone broccoli. 
One unusual platter is the “omakase spe- 
cial” ($45). “Omakase” means “chef's 
choice,” but it’s usually hyper-expensive 
series of individual morsels, mostly sashi- 
mi, from way off the menu. This omakase 
special is simply a sushi-and-sashimi sam- 
pler, high-level but not amazing. Certainly 
the sashimi —t thick slices of beauti- 
fully striped salmon, similar red tuna, and 


a multicolored fish with just enough red 


left for little flavor (king mackerel, per 
haps?) — was excellent, and it was gar 
nished with large leaves of shiso, a weird 
green citric mint. The five cucumber rolls, 
like maki but stuffed with cooked lobster 
and flying-fish eggs, were terrific. The 
three finger sushi sea trout one topped 
with red caviar, one with black caviar, and 
one with grated ginger were very good. 
But the long turrets of tuna maki were re- 
dundant, the finger cooked shrimp 
nal, and the cylinder stuffed with salmon 
eggs — the kind of thing you might use as a 
topper for deluxe sushi assortment 
anticlimactic here. 

Douzo has full liquor license and more 
the atmosphere bar with food than 

versa. The wine list well supplied 
with crisp whites that have some chance 
with Asian food, and there are some very 
unusual imported sake options well. 

One member our party had decided 
Douzo catered yuppies, and predicted yup- 
pie desserts like créme and cheese- 
Sure enough, Douzo has both, along 
with tempura ice cream and the usual three 
or four Japanese-restaurant desserts. For the 
record, the créme briilée ($7.95) is classic, 
with only hint the promised mandarin- 
orange flavor, and topped with four perfect 
raspberries and two chocolate sails. 

We found the service excellent, even a 
little brisk. may have scandalized the 
waitress with the amount food or- 
dered. Even so, this not the most expen- 
sive dining destination around. drinking 
crowd could run quite tab, however.

The RFID industry has much bigger 
plans, and with tag prices dropping dra- 
matically over the past three years, it's 
primed explode. increasing number 
of retailers want to put RFID tags on every 
item their stores, making manual in- 
ventory and even shoplifting things the 
past. The health-care industry planning 
use RFID track patients and cut down 
on medical errors, the US government 
wants put chips passports, and the 
European Union will soon embed the mi- 
crochips its currency. The American 
company VeriChip already selling im- 
plantable forms RFID like the ones 
used that Barcelona bar similar 
those used track pets. 

“RFID will revolutionize our lives and 


change the way we live,” says Dr. Peter 
Harrop, chairman the RFID consulting 
company Tech EX, which sponsored 
RFID trade show Boston last month, In- 
deed, officials at MIT Auto-ID, a consor- 
tium of scientists and corporations that 
set up shop seven years ago to develop 
modern applications for the technology, 
say the tiny chips could one day be used 
to track every item on earth. 

The industry is keeping mum about 
when and how all this will unfold, but it 
already has privacy advocates scared. They 
worry that information contained RFID 
chips can stolen read remotely. Even 
worse, they say, once RFID tags are at- 
tached to every item, humans can poten- 
tially tracked through tags embedded 
the items they carry and wear. The writing 
already the wall: IBM has filed 
patent track people, and 
Gillette has used tags to spy on Wal-Mart 
customers in Brockton, Massachusetts. 
You don’t have to believe in the Mark of 
the Beast, as some critics do, to fear this 
invasive and dehumanizing 
potential. 


CHIPS AHOY 

The easiest way to understand RFID is that 
it is intended to replace the bar code, and 
it functions in much the same way. The 
RFID tag works conjunction with read- 
that emits radio waves searches for 
tags.

Katherine Albrecht, consumer ad- 
vocate and co-author Spychips: How Major 
Corporations and Government Plan Track Your 
Every Move with RFID (Nelson Current, 2005), 
explains, bar code assigns the same SKU 
number every product. That is, each 
six-pack beer that scanned reveals the 
same number. But RFID assigns unique 
number each item, which means that 
individual beer bottles can tracked.

2003, Wal-Mart announced that sup- 
pliers must put RFID tags shipping pallets 
sent to its stores, which created an RFID 
market that slashed the prices tags.

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Major corporations and governments that 
had previously been unable to afford the 
technology are drafting plans adopt RFID, 
indicating that the start of the much-talked- 
about RFID revolution is under way. 

At an RFID trade show — “Smart Labels 
USA” — held in Boston last month, industry 
leaders outlined a future in which home 
appliances equipped with RFID could speak 
to one another. Washing machines and 
ovens will eventually preset themselves, 
trade-show delegates said, and refrigera- 
tors will manage their own contents 
reading tags on food items containing ex- 
piration dates, recipe suggestions, and 
cooking instructions. 

“Imagine going home, taking out meat, 
and having the oven read and preset the 
oven,” Geoff Seago, vice-president mar- 
keting at the Emirates Technical Innova- 
tion Center, told fellow trade-show dele- 
gates. Seago says his company has already 
begun work futuristic supermarket 
which all food items will bear RFID tags 
that moderate temperature and contain 
extensive expiration information. 

The technology will allow companies 
follow products they are transported 
from manufacturers’ headquarters dis- 
tribution centers and stores. And once 
RFID readers are placed on shelves, they 
will manage inventory and reorder items 
when stock runs low. Eventually, registers 
will even scan RFID tags and charge the 
items store account, eliminating the 
need for cash registers, Seago said the 
Boston RFID trade show. 

planting readers around store, 
trade-show delegates said, customers 
could identified RFID-embedded 
technology they are carrying. They could 
then be followed remotely as they browse, 
and the items they look and purchase 
would recorded and stored data- 
base, which marketers could use target 
individual’s consumption patterns. 

Jamshed Dubash, director technology 
EPC at Proctor & Gamble/CGillette (the com- 
panies merged 2005), says that Gillette 
has already used RFID chips inside many 
Braun CruZer packages “track when dis- 
plays moved from the backroom the store 
floor.” The company uses this information 
set promotions and better sell its product. 

RFID applications will not limited 
retail home appliances. Representatives 
say hospitals will use chips read pa- 
tient’s medical history and reduce errors; 
airports will use tags track luggage. 
Pharmaceutical companies plan use 
RFID to ensure that counterfeit items don’t 
enter the supply chain. The industry is es- 
pecially excited about this innovation, as 
counterfeit drugs cause thousands 
deaths each year, representatives say. 

Despite complaints lodged by privacy 
advocates, “RFID is saving lives, preventing 
counterfeiting, and increasing security,” 
Harrop says. “People RFID have lot 
proud of.”

Indeed, even staunch privacy advocates like 
Albrecht recognize the potential for RFID 
technology and are therefore not urging 
that RFID tags banned. essentially 
told consumers, ‘Go ahead and use RFID 
pallets and other says Albrecht. 

But eventually, she says, a line should be 
drawn. For her, that means “no item-level 
tagging and RFID used track people.” 

For other privacy advocates, however, 
the question where draw the line 
not clear.

groups, and the ACLU have pushed for leg- 
islation ensure that abuses the tech- 
nology will not occur.

Harrop says that manufacturers have 
not backed RFID legislation because 
both “unnecessary” and would hurt the 
industry before allowed grow. RFID 
will not be used to track individuals as 
privacy advocates fear, Harrop says, 
cause the industry has already enacted a 
number of rules similar to those that gov- 
ern the bar code. 

These rules, established by EPC Global

similar situation. 2004, State Senator 
Jarrett Barrios sponsored legislation com- 
parable that rejected Utah.

Albrecht, meanwhile, maintains that 
the RFID industry has good reason keep 
quiet about its plans. She points 2001 
IBM patent application that outlines the 
company’s intention to track people in 
public places. 

In the patent, IBM explains how it will 
identify people using the RFID tags that 
person is already bearing — in a pz 
they're carrying, say, or embedded i 
garment or a shoe. Once IBM has deter 
mined a person’s identity, it will track 
him or her around a store and record his 
her shopping habits. This information 
will be used to “provide targeted advertis 
ing to the person as the person roams.” 

The patent also suggests that this same 
tracking method can be carried out in pub 
lic spaces. Readers can placed “shop- 
ping malls, airports, train stations, bus 
stations, elevators, trains, airplanes, rest- 
rooms, sports arenas, libraries, theaters, 
museums, etc.,” it says. 

Patents are frequently written cover 
all potential uses of a technology, so it does 
not necessarily indicate that IBM plan- 
ning track people. Still, the patent un- 
dermines frequent industry assertions that 
the technology will not and even cannot 
used track individuals. 

In fact, Wal-Mart, Gillette, and Proctor 
& Gamble have already been caught surrep- 
titiously spying consumers. 2003, 
Wal-Mart Brockton was found have 
installed shelf” that held RFID- 
tagged razors.

Even if there weren't a single RFID, 
doing that.” 

Still, Tien says that cur- 
rent lack privacy should 
not justification for 
its continued erosion. “It’s 
approach say, ‘Well, be- 
cause already given 
stuff, should give 
up more,’” he says. 

While consumer priva- 
already limited, Tien 
says, it’s diminishing 
relatively controlled envi- 
ronment. Privacy invasion 
today “is taking place 
setting where you are 
aware of it, and you know 
who you're exchanging 
info with, and to some ex- 
tent making 
choice about doing so, ver- 
sus having choice and 
not having any knowl- 
edge,” he says. 

Cell phones may 
tracking us, for instance, 
but the Federal Trade Com- 
mission prohibits cell- 
phone companies from re- 
leasing, sharing, sell- 
ing one’s personal infor- 
mation or whereabouts, 
Tien says. other words, 
the cell-phone industry “is 
not the Wild West,” he 
says, “whereas with loca- 
tion trackers like RFID, 
there are yet base- 
line privacy rules.” 

In the meantime, the 
RFID industry carrying out its plans 
tag and track the world. And the public is 
still largely unaware. 

“Plenty challenges remain, but it’s 
only matter time before the tag line 
for RFID evolves from technology 
of the future to business as usual,” IBM 
recently wrote its Web site.
